Thus only 8 per- 
cent in early 1952 expected to be 
worse off a year later, but by the 
time the year had elapsed about 
twice as many had lower incomes. 

The increased pessimism of con- 
sumers about their own economic 
future is seen in their greater cau- 
tion about making sizable financial 
commitments. About a third of all 
consumers thought prices would 
drop during the year and most of 
the others expected them to re- 
main stable.

Packing Sweets

Auditor A. Allen Post recently 
shook up the Big Business inter- 
ests behind the movement for 
state acquisition of the Central 
Valley Project by recommending 
that plans for state purchase be 
dropped. 

The recommendation was con- 
tained in a detailed analysis of the 
Governor's $1,423,000,000 budget 
prepared for the joint budget com- 
mittee of the legislature, 

Post urged that the $9,000,000 
remaining in the $10,000,000 “down 
payment” provided bv the legis- 
lature in 1952 for state acquisition 
of the CVP be reverted to the gen- 
eral fund for use in balancing the 
budget. 

“A considered evaluation of the 
state's water needs would _ indi- 
cate,” he said, “that the state’s 


credit resources should be reserved) 


able for beneficial use.” 
Opponents of state purchase 
have long pointed out that state 
acquisition, besides purchasing 
something already owned by the 
public, would require the issuance 


of interest-bearing bonds that 
would necessitate an increase in 
either CVP water or power rates, 
or both 


Those who would gain by state 
acquisition, they point out, are 
the private utility interests, who 
hope to abolish government com- 
petition in the sale of electricity, 
and the large landholders and cor-

Watchmaker Gives 
Insurance Data

With the San Francisco Health 
and Welfare Conference still in 
our mind, we cannot help but write 
a little bit more about our insur- 
ance program in this week’s col- 
umn, 


Even though we have repeated- 
ly informed the members who are 
covered by Group Insurance that 
their dependents are only covered 
for surgical, hospital benefits and 
maternity benefits, some members 
under this plan still file claims 
for medical attention. 


So once again we must inform 
you that the members’ dependents 
covered under the Insurance In- 
demnity Plan are not covered for 
doctor visits or medical treatment. 


From time to time it has come 
to our attention that a few mem- 
bers find it necessary to hospital- 
jize immediate members of their 
family for conditions commonly 
diagnosed as nervous disorders. 
Such conditions often require 
shock treatments, etc.—the cost 
of which is prohibitive to workers. 


We wish to call to the attention 
of members who may be in need 
of such service, that we hear it is 
possible to have this same service 
rendered by State hospitals who 
bill the patient according to the 
amount of their group insurance 
allowance. 


We would suggest that members 
contemplating such hospitalization 
for an immediate member of their 
family, contact the union office 
first. We will endeavor to find 
out all particulars for you and do 
what we can from this end to 
lessen your financial burden.

When the conservative but intel- 
ligent Washington Post bought out 
the stupid reactionary Washing- 
ton Times Herald recently, the 
first thing the owners of the 
Merged paper did was to kill the 
column of blewsy blither run by 
Westbrook Pegler. 

Shortly before that, Labor, the 
railmen’s weekly, had the follow- 
ing to say about Pegler: 

Hearst Columnist Westbrook 
Pegler, who tor years has been 
vilifying labor unions, now comes 
out flatly and says “smash them” 
and replace them by a _ system 
which he admits is “Fascism.” 

Pegler this week put his latest 
and most rabid notions into two 
lengthy columns. The first begins: 
“I am about to introduce a revo- 
lutionary idea which should clarify 
the minds of many who have re-! 
garded unions as an indispensable 
American institution. Unionism 
must be wiped out! The present 
kind of workers’ protective aggre- 
gation must be broken!” 

Free unions should be replaced 
by “state control of unions,’ Peg- 
ler declares. In other words, un- 
ions bossed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Unfortunately, he com- 
plains people and politicians “are 
afraid to adyocate anything like 
state management of unions, be- 
cause that, they’ say, would be 
Fascism. 

“I agree,” wild-eyed Westbrook 
says: “That would be Fascism. 
But I see advantages in such 
Fascism over the present system.” 

Pegler might well have added 
that Communist Russia also has! 
“government managed” unions. |

THE DEAD AND THE LIVING 


United Employers, Inc., must feel a bit ashamed of the 
role they played as spokesmen for the proprietors of the 
cemeteries during the recent negotiations and work stoppage. 

After long negotiations no offer was made to the work- 
ers, so they struck March 1. They offered to have the issue 
arbitrated. They even offered to have a limit set on the 
amount the arbitrator could award them. Same old answer 
from the employers: No. No! NO!!! 

This went on for 24 days, the employers obviously rely- 
ing on public sentiment banking up against the workers until 
|they'd have to give in. During that tense period, Oakland 
Mayor Rishell tried to get United Employers to send a repre- 
sentative to a conference in his office with the union and with 
public officials. Nothing doing. United Employers wouldn't 
attend. Health Director Geiger suggested charges of main- 
taining a public nuisance might be filed against United Em- 
ployers. But still they said: No arbitration, no wage offer, 
no nothing! 


Finally one employer in Berkeley broke away and the 
men went back to work there with $1.50 daily increase, this 
amount to be adjusted to whatever figure was finally agreed 
upon with the other 19 employers. United Employers stood 
this for a time, and then, at last, after all the delay, cdme 
forth with an offer. 

To say that the mountain labored to bring forth a mouse 
is to put it mildly. After the Berkeley employer was already 
paying $1.50 daily increase, United Employers offered daily 
increase of SIXTEEN AND A HALF CENTS! 

This insulting offer was of course rejected immediately 
|by the strikers. Then, after having obdurately and for so 
long, 24 days, maintained a public nuisance, again to use 
that excellent phrase, United Employers agreed to arbitra- 
tion, with no holds barred. The'limitation on the amount to 
be set for daily increase which the union had suggested is 
not imposed. It’s just—arbitration! 

Labor has always opposed compulsory arbitration, and 
has had to take some hard words from employers because of 
this insistence on genuinely free collective bargaining. But 


ihere was labor voluntarily offering to arbitrate, and even 


willing to set a limit up to which wage increase could be 
awarded. 

What kind of pigiron got wedged inside the heads of 
the United. Employers and their clients to let this matter 
reach the stage it did? Was it an effort to take advantage 
of the uncertain economic conditions, to try to put on a highly 
publicized operation against relatively small unions, and by 
crushing those unions, to set a pattern for dealing with other 
unions? If that was the scheme, it signally failed. 

We congratulate these valiant little locals for winning 
this fight against folly, for refusing to be bluffed by those 
who, as Bill Fee so well put it to the Central Labor Council, 
“wish to exploit the dead and the living.” 


Will McCarthy Face Greenspun? 


On March 5 Senator Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin quietly 
withdrew a $2,000,000 libel and slander suit he had filed two 
years ago against former Senator William B. Benton, Con- 
necticut Democsat. 

Benton at the time he made the statements about Mc- 
Carthy which were the basis for the libel and slander suit 
was still a Senator, but he deliberately waived his immunity 
jas a Senator and challenged McCarthy to sue him. Benton

I feel that 
my responsibility in Washington 
is to represent the point of view 
and the purpose which has always 
permeated our thinking as Trust- 
men (trust-bankers)—the purpose 
of preserving the traditions, the 
worthwhile values and our habits 
of living which we have come to 
call the American way of life.”

The charges that Benton made two years ago were com- 
pliments, high praise of McCarthy, compared with the 
charges against McCarthy made by Hank Greenspun in the 
February 5 issue of his paper, the Las Vegas Sun, just one 
month to the day before McCarthy backed down before 
Benton. If McCarthy is innocent of those charges made by 
Greenspun, the Senator from Wisconsin has one of the most 
perfect libel and slander cases in legal history. 

How about it, Senator? Are you going to sue Greenspun, 
and stick to it until the case is settled in court? 

If you don't, sir, if you let such charges stand against 
you, you'd better sneak out of the Senate with your head 
hanging down.
